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There are no indications that the llth Infantry Division Ras moved fron 

its billetine area of Tachov-Tilsen-Donaziliee, nor are there any indleations of 
the transfer of the 5th “otorized Infantry Division, which is believed still to 
be in the Prague area. : 


2. The 13th Infantry Brigade is confirmed to bo in the Cheb-Aarlovy Vary area up 
to rid-October 1950, It has been reported that brivades (sic, probably units) 
of the 46th Infantry Battalion vere to start roving from de to an undetermined 
new post on 10 October. About the same time infantry units were observed arriv- 
ing in the Volary area which is part of the billeting area of the 2nd Infantiy 
Brigade at Susice.* These tvo items may be considered a varue indieition of 
the transfer of the 13th Infantry Division fron the As-Cneb-Karlovy Vary area 
to the Susice arsa. 


3, There has been no informotion on the reported arrival of tank units in the Stribro~ 
Lasne Kynsvart area. 


4, One inderendent infantry battalion and one artillery battalion, totaling 
approximately 1,200 troons, and an “NB company of approximately 150 men have so 
far been known to be loented at Cheb. It seems doubtful tvat as many as 4,560 
troops were stationed 1 Cheb at the tine of the report. The reinforcement of 
nilitary personnel at Cheb to 4a total of 15,000 would necessitate the evacuation 
of rost of the civilian residents of the town. 


» The readiness of induction oriers for reservists is correct but this is a routine 
peacetine reasure of all armed forces, Also true is the number of Sovist officers. 
who have surervised the training of recruits in Ggzechoslovaicia «ince Oetebsr 1950. 
it appsars probable that Czech border control will be reovranized on the Soviet 
nodel. and thurs nade more effective in an effort to prevent the large-scale cute 
Flow of refuvees. 


6. It is coneceted that changes in the disresition o° rilitary unite ~ay have taken 
riace alony the Czech western border area, but their scope end purpose remains 
mecertain. The recent induction of recuits makes any larre-seale chances in dis- 
position doubtful because a transfer would interrunt the trainine rracmm of 
veertite, If reinforce ent of the vestern border arsa wre actrally effected, 
it vould seer illosical that the 13th "nfantry Beleade, whieh is already loeated 
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in that area, shold move to the neighboring border sector. lt would be rore 
reasonable to shift new units from other areas to the border.
